and generally relating to unemployed individuals and fees for vehicle
registration renewals.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Transportation

13-903.1.

NOTWITHSTANDING ANY OTHER PROVISION OF LAW, A VEHICLE THAT IS
OWNED BY AN INDIVIDUAL WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE
BENEFITS IS NOT SUBJECT TO A FEE FOR THE RENEWAL OF THE VEHICLE’S
REGISTRATION.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
October 1, 2010. It shall remain effective for a period 3 years and, at the end of
